Parking 

Parking is available in the Nashville Public Library Garage.     En-
trances to the garage are on Sixth and Seventh Avenues   between 
Church and Commerce Streets in downtown. 
Parking for the handicapped is available on the fourth level of the 
garage near the entrance to the library. 

 

Below is a complete schedule of library parking rates: 
 
• 2 - 2.5 hours: $2.50 
• 2.5 - 3 hours: $3.50 
• 3 - 3.5 hours: $4.50 
• More than 3.5 hours: $5.00 (the daily maximum for those who 
park before 5:00 p.m. on weekdays) 

Pay parking is also available at the Sheraton Hotel and a number of 
Central Parking Service surface lots on 6th, 7th and 8th Avenues 
North, and on Church Street. 

 

Library Hours 

The Main Library does not open until 9:00 a.m.  The doors will 
remain locked until that time. NO early admittance will be allowed. 

History 

    Over the past 15 years, the Tennessee Commission on 
Children and Youth has led various efforts to establish a 
Children’s Agenda. Activities have taken a variety of 
forms and names, and now in 2005, TCCY is again focus-
ing on a Children’s Agenda for Tennessee. 

    TCCY established a series of position statements on 
various children’s issues in the early 1990’s. In 1994, rep-
resentatives of a broad group of organizations convened 
and developed “The Children’s Coalition Platform,” which 
was endorsed by 57 organizations representing over 
26,000 members. 

    Over the years, TCCY conducted a number of priority 
surveys among members of its Regional Councils on Chil-
dren and Youth. These surveys included data and infor-
mation about issues, and potential solutions, and helped 
identify concerns and recommendations of respondents. 

    In late 2002, TCCY convened a Children’s Caucus to 
identify priorities for children’s issues. The recommenda-
tions from the 150+ advocates were compiled and pub-
lished in the TCCY newsletter, The Advocate, in February 
2003.  

    Now in 2005, TCCY again seeks input for the develop-
ment of a Children’s Agenda to guide children’s advocacy 
efforts in Tennessee.

WHY A CHILDREN’S 
AGENDA? 

   Tennessee needs a Children’s Agenda to provide a 
blueprint for improving the quality of life for children 
and families. In 2005, the Tennessee Commission on 
Children and Youth will engage in and lead an effort to 
create this Children’s Agenda with a focus on the fol-
lowing as guiding principles: 

¾ The right thing to do should guide the Agenda. 

¾ The Agenda should be data-driven. 

¾ Prevention of negative outcomes should be a cor-
nerstone of the Agenda. 

¾ The Agenda should be solutions oriented. 

¾ Evidence-Based Best Practices should be incor-
porated into recommendations/solutions. 

¾ The Agenda should utilize a system of care ap-
proach based on principles of child centered, fam-
ily-focused, culturally competent services provided 
in the least restrictive environment. 

TCCY invites child advocates and children’s services 
providers from across the state to join us as we dis-
cuss together the issues and solutions for a Tennessee 
Children’s Agenda.
